Scientists from the two counlrtcs scheduled a report today on 
JoinI efforts against heart disease which could lead lo 
development of an artificial heart In humans, They have olso 
allied lo probe the problems of arthritis. Influenza and 
schizophrenia. 

Rauscher cited the exchange of both scientists and new an- 
ticancer drugs under the medical program and said both the 
Russians and Americans agreed the program "resulted more 
and belter science going on In both countries." 

Two Soviet drugs, known as Asaloy and Florofur. have shown 
good activity against cancer ol the colon, he said. 

"We have traded technical expertise without restriction on 
bolh sides," said Raaschcr as he and Yuri i. puchkov of 
Rus.sla's Inslllule ol Experimental and Clinical Oncology 
presented the cancer report. 

In another field, the American scitintist said progress between 
the two nations has been made in sllmulatlng the body's Im- 
mune systcm to treat malignant moles. Other work Is moving 
ahead in studies of viruses and Iticlr possible roles In human 
cancer, and in treating breast cancer. 

So far, 26 Soviet cancer specialists have visited American
